2. COLLATERAL REPORTS OF JUNE 1963 - SEPTEMBER 2964 REVEAL 
CAMBODIA'S ACCEPTANCE OF A SOVIET GRANT OFFER OF MILITARY AIRCRAFT AND 
AIR DEFENSE EQUIPMENT, WHICH INCLUDED A "PERSONAL" GIFT TO PRINCE 
SIHANOUK OF THREE MIG-17 AND ONE MIG-15 (TRAINER) AIRCRAFT. 

3. THREE OF THE FOUR SOVIET AIRCRAFT WERE DELIVERED TO CAMBODIA 
IN EARLY NOVEMBER 1963 AND UNCRATED AT PHNOM PENH AIRFIELD ON 3 DECEMBER. 
EIGHT SOVIET TECHNICIANS DEPARTED CAMBODIA ON 27 JANUARY 1964 AND

4, PRINCE SIHANOUK STATED IN A 15 FEBRUARY 1964 SPEECH THAT

MENT THE FOUR THEN IN CAMBODIA. ON 27 SEPTEMBER TWO MIG-17 CRATES WERE
